Both Were Ex-Convicts. 

The dead man was identified as Jack

grand jury under $10,000 bonds. | 

Early in the evening of the shooting, 
Devine and Donaldson, with a third

ey A Plain Statement of Fact—and the

In 1921, a contest arose between the building 
employers and members of the Building Trades 


- Council over a proposed reduction in wages from 
$1.25 to $1.00 per hour. This was submitted for ar- 
_ bitration to K. M. Landis, then a Federal Judge. 


The Award made by Judge Landis as umpire 
carried substantial reductions in wages, ranging 


from $1.20 to $3.20 per day. Certain individual 
trades found the Award so severe that they refused 


to abide by it. The Council and the majority of its 
members accepted it, and those trades which refused 


to accept it were penalized and 
dropped from the Council. —s_,, 


In place of these trades, some contractors em- 


: ployed such other workmen as were available. The 
result was financial loss and delay caused by the new 


field organizations created, as well as through the 
slowing up of members of the Council at work on 
the same building. Naturally, both the employers 
of these other men and the employers of members 


of the Council suffered. Obviously, such a situation 


was not in the public interest. 


‘The Landis Award expired May 31st, 1923, 
During the life of the Award, no support was given 


by the Building Trades Council to any trade not 
working under its terms, after the Council mad 


dropped them from membership. 


At the expiration of the Landis Anerdi in 1923, 
the trades which had been dropped from member- 
ship in the Council asked to be reinstated. The 
Building Trades Council after being assured by 


those trades that they would make proper agree- 


ments if given an opportunity, felt that the Council 
had then sufficiently disciplined them and accepted 


them again into membership. 


A new agreement was entered into at this time ; 
(1923), retaining the principles of the Landis Award.

Most gardeners are 
familiar with the other vegetables used 
in combination salads. They include’ 
cucumbers, radishes, onions, antes, 
celery, etc. 

There are other that 
make rare combinations in salads, but 
they are not so well known. Chives, 
for example, a member of the onion 
family, is a salad vegetable not as well 
known as it should be. It is a peren- 
nial, mild in flavor, with plants that 
send up bunches of fine stalks resem- 
bling young onions. Each little stalk 
is about the size-of 4 straw.

OME time back, writing in this place, I cagneeind that 
the Babbitts of the land would be more serene in mind, 
and hence less afraid of ideas, if they gave over*their 
leisure to recreations more civilized than those provided

Most laymen have been misled into believing that the scien- 
tifie study of disease is possible only in elaborate medical 
institutes on high hilis, with vast hospitals attached, flags 
fing, and great staffs of well paid geniuses.

It makes the pursuit of knowledge more comfortable, but 


there is no evidence that it makes it much easier. Good men, |

The exhibition of modern. decorative 
and ‘industrial art, which is arranged 
in the last of the east wing galleries 
in the Art institute, has this year been 
installed in a particularly beautiful 
and effective way.

Noth- 
ing is forced. The eye falls easily upon 
the single objects ,of special worth, 
such ‘as the deicate and graceful 
screens by Edgar Brandt.
